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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because in figures 1 and 6, the central body 12 is 
shown as a tubular cross-section;, however, figure 2 shows it as C-shaped cross- 
section. In Figure 2, a horizontal line is missing to show the bend of the front face 12 
with the bottom 50. In Figure 3, the back lip 56 extending from the bottom 50 is missing 
as well. In Figure 9, the lead line of reference number 122 described as a top end of 
first segment 107 is not pointing at the top end of 107; and the lead line of reference 
number 124 described as a bottom end of first segment 107 is not pointing at the 
bottom end; and the lead line of 1 18 described as the second segmented end of left arm 
segment 105 is not directly in touch with the second segmented end of 105. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. 
Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application 
must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
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pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The right arm holder and left arm holder recited in 
claims 16 and 17 lacks proper antecedent basis. Further, to recite the holder as being 
U-shaped is inconsistent with the specification which discuss the holder as being Y- 
shaped (page 9, [00050]). However, the drawing appears to show an inverted U-shape 
rather than a Y-shape. Clarification required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1, 6-9, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Godfrey et al (US patent no. 4,51 1 ,1 1 1 ) in view of Strassberg (US 

patent no. 5,383,642) and further in view of Sheppard (US publication number 
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20040144900) and Brothers (US patent no. 6,299,1 11). Godfrey discloses a system 
comprising a bottom caddy comprising a modified Z-shape (32) for engaging the lower 
monitor portion comprising a strengthening side (6) connected to an attaching side (8), 
a front face (10) connected to the attaching side and a lip (12) connected to the front 
face. However, Godfrey does not disclose an upper support, or the upper support and 
the bottom caddy is attached to the monitor lower portion via adhesive. To provide 
upper accessory support on upper portion of a monitor for holding accessories is old 
and well-known in the art. Strassberg teaches a system comprising an upper support 
comprising a central body with a C-shape (horizontal bar 43, 14, 44 and vertical bars 45 
and 46 form a C) for engaging the upper monitor portion without impairing computer 
monitor viewing, a left arm (37) and a right arm (38), a left arm fastener (41 ) for 
pivotably engaging the left arm first end to the central body and a right arm fastener (42) 
for pivotably engaging the right arm first end to the central body, and wherein the front 
side of the central body is inherently capable of supporting advertising material, mirror, 
and post-it notes, and the bottom caddy is capable of supporting the recited desk tools. 
It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to have provided an upper support to 
the monitor of Godfrey for holding documents next to the monitor as taught to be 
desirable by Strassberg. To attach accessory supports to the monitor via adhesives 
are old and well-known in the art. Sheppard teaches providing adhesive for attaching a 
bottom caddy (10) to a monitor. Brothers teaches providing double sided adhesives 
(117) to the upper support (110). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to have mounted the upper as well as the bottom support of Godfrey and 
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Strassberg via double-sided adhesives as such mounting means is old and well-known 
in the art as demonstrated by Sheppard and Brothers. 

Claims 2-6 and 10-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 16 and 17 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 18 is allowed.
